Were Under 200 Pounds. 

On A Of. 10. 1778. General Washing- 
roo And fen other officers of tbe Revo¬ 
lutionary army were weighed at West 
Point, N. Y.. and fbe result la pre¬ 
served in an item from fbe English 
magazine Notes and Queries Only 
three of the eleven weighed less than 
200 pounds. The heaviest was Colonel 
Swift, whose 319 pounds made him 
feed the next. General Knox, at £80, 
by thirty-nine pounds, hut Knox was 
only twenty-eight years old. 

Then follow Colonel Michael Jack- 
•on. 252; Colonel Henry Jackson. 238; 
General Lincoln, then forty-five years 
old. 224; Lieutenant Colonel Hum¬ 
phreys. 221: Lieutenant Colonel Hun¬ 
tington, 21 2. 

General Washington, forty sir years 
old. weighed 209 pounds and was fol¬ 
lowed at quite an Interval by Lieuten¬ 
ant Colonel Cobb and General Hun¬ 
tington, who weighed 182 pounds each. 

It la amusing to note tbac the heavi¬ 
est man’s name was Swift ind that of 
the lightest General Greaton, who la 
credited with 166 pounds. 163 less than 
Swift's record. 

The total weight of the eleven, 2,486 
pounds gives 226 pounds as the aver¬ 
age, but 8wift being omitted the other 
ten averaged only 217 pounds. 

They were certainly men of weight 
and substance and a heavy team—If 
ws may compare them with a modern 
football eleven—that might well ehal 
lenge comparison also with our mod- 
military men.

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CHINAMEN ARE TOUGH. 


They Can Live Under Conditions That 
Would Kill a Whits Man. 

Peculiar power to resist disease la a 
characteristic of the Chinese, accord¬ 
ing to Professor K. A. Rosa. For in¬ 
stance. oot of ten children boro in 
western homes three, normally the 
weakest three, will fall to grow up 
Oat of tea children born in China about 
eight are doomed to die in infancy. 
The difference is due to the hardships 
that infant life meets with among the 
Chinese, and with such rigorous selec¬ 
tion there results a stock displaying a 
peculiar hardiness. Living in the so 
persaturated, man stifled land, pro¬ 
foundly Ignorant of the principles of 
hygiene, the masses have developed ao 
immunity to noxious microbes which 
excites the wonder and envy of the for¬ 
eigner. 

"They are oot affected by a mosquito 
bite that will raise a large lamp on the 
lately come foreigner,” says Professor 
Ross. “They can use. contaminated 
water from canal* without incurring 
dvsenteiy. There is very little typhoid, 
and wbat there is is so attenuated It 
was long doubted to be typhoid. All 
pbyslcjans agree that among the Chi¬ 
nese smallpox Is a mild disease. The 
chief of the army medical staff points 
out that during the autumn maneuvers 
the soldiers sleep on damp ground 
with a little straw under them without 
any ill effects. 

"Coolies, after two hours of burden 
bearing at a dog trot will shovel them 
selves full of hot rice with scarcely 
any mastication and burry on for an 
other two hours A white man would 
writhe with indigestion. The Chinese 
seem able to sleep in any position. 1 
have seen them sleeping on piles of 
bricks or stones or poles, with a block 
or a brick for a pillow and with the 
bot sun shining full Into the face. 
They stand a cramped position longer 
than we can and can keep on longer at 
monotonous toil unrelieved by change 
or break.”—Chicago News.

MATHEMATICAL SIGNS. 


Process by Which v Those Familiar 
Characters Were Evolved. 

The sdgu of addition Is derived from 
the initial letter of the word “plus." 
(u making the capital letter it was 
made more and more carelessly until 
the top part of the "p” was placed 
near the center; hence the plus sign 
was finally reached. 

The sign of subtraction was derived 
from the word "minus.” The word 
was first contracted into mas, with a 
horizontal line above to indicate the 
contraction, which was a printer’s 
freak that may be found in almost any 
book bearing a date earlier than the 
beginning of the eighteenth century 
After the lapse of a long period of time 
the letters were omitted altogether, 
leaving only the short line so well 
known to all. 

The multiplication sign was obtained 
by changing the plus sign into a char¬ 
acter resembling the letter x. This 
was done simply because multiplica¬ 
tion is but a shorter form of addition. 

Division was formerly indicated by 
placing the dividend above a horizontal 
Line and the divisor below. In order to 
save space in printing tbe dividend 
was placed to tbe left and the divisor 
to the right, with a simple dot in place 
of each. 

The- radical sign was derived from 
the initial letter of the word "radix.” 

The sign of equality is said to have 
first been used in the year 1557 by a 
sharp mathematician, who adopted it 
an a substitute for the words "equal 
to.”
